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EDITORIALS... 


TRUE WORSHIP 


It seems but yesterday I greeted you, yet another week 
has flown into the eternal past. No wonder David prayed, 
“Teach us to number our days that we may apply our 
hearts unto wisdom.” One of the wisest things we can do 
this week end is to worship God in our various churches 
in Spirit and in truth. Let us consider the thought of wor- 
ship for a few moments. 

True worship, first, is the act of showing reverence, 
homage, or adoration to God. It is also the performance of 
religious service. The Bible gives us much information on 
this subject that we would do well to consider. 

I. Whom are we to worship? Jesus settled that for time 
and eternity in His last answer to the devil in the wilder- 
ness temptations, “Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, 
and him only shalt thou serve.” The fact is, we are either 
worshipping and serving God or the devil. What about it 
with you? 

II. Where are we to worship? (a) Right here on earth, 
for the Word says, “Exalt ye the Lord our God and wor- 
ship at his footstool.” What is His footstool? Read, *... 
and earth is my footstool,” Acts 7:49. (b) In building: 
dedicated to God: “ ... My house shall be called a house 
of prayer.”—Jesus. “I will give thanks in the great 
congregation: I will praise thee among many people.” 
—David. Paul exhorts, “Not forsaking the assembling of 
ourselves together as the manner of some is; but exhort- 
ing one another: and so much the more as ye see the day 
approaching.” “The day approaching,” to my mind, re- 
fers to the second coming of Jesus. If we would be ready 
for His coming, we must be faithful in attending God’s 
house and worshiping Him. 

III. How are we to worship God? We could go to no 
better authority than God’s own Son, so let us see what 
His answer is. “The hour cometh and NOW IS, when the 


ruth,” John 4:23. Again we read, “Give unto the Lord the 


Qu: worshipers shall worship the Father in spirit and in 


glory due unto his name; worship the Lord in the beauty 
of holiness,” Psalm 29:2. Sincere and humble worship is 
not a light affair, neither is the result light, lifeless or 
powerless, but elevating and inspiring to heart, soul, mind, 
and body. 

IV. With what are we to worship God? “With a joyful 
noise, sneins. thanksgiving; by clapping hands; with 
trumpet, psaltry, harp, timbrel and dance (not with some 
other man’s wife or daughter or another woman’s hus- 
band or son); worship with stringed instruments, organ 
and loud and high sounding cymbals,” Psa. 100; 47:1; 150. 

Serve and worship God further with sacrament, feet 
washing, baptism, prayer for the sick, tithes, offerings, 
testimonies, teaching, preaching, and praying! John 13; 
Matt. 28:19; James 5:14; Mal. 3:10, 8; John 4:14; Rom. 
12:7; Acts 28:20; 1 Tim. 2:8. May we pray: Dear God, help 
us to worship te in such sincerity that we will be accept- 
able and invoke your blessings upon our lives. Cause the 
services this week to result in many being saved, sancti- 
fied, baptized with the Holy Ghost and divinely healed. 
In Jesus’ name we pray. Amen.

It is believed by scholars that this story preceded the 
two miracles we have in the closing part of chapter four, 
and is the same as given briefly by Matthew and Mark 
of Christ calling Peter and Andrew to be fishers of men 
(Matt. 4:18; Mark 1:16). We are impressed: 

1. With the tremendous crowds that attended Christ’s 
preachings. On many occasions, as on this particular one, 
there was no building in existence that could have ac- 
commodated the multitude that flocked about Him. It is 
interesting to read of the great crowds that attended 
evangelistic campaigns conducted by Whitefield, Wesley, 
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Moody, and Billy Sunday, but no evangelist ever attracted 
a greater following than Christ Jesus. 

2. You would be impressed with the poor conveniences 
Christ had for preaching—He stood by the Lake of Gen- 
nesaret. In this location He was on a level with the crowd, 
and their vision of Him, as well as His vision of them, 
was limited. This was responsible for His choosing the 
boat belonging to Simon and Andrew from which to speak. 
Upon obtaining the boat He sat down and taught the peo- 
ple. Our custom is so vastly different from this that a 
minister, especially in the Church of God, wouldn’t get 
very far should he undertake to preach sitting down. 

3. It is interesting to see how Christ went about broad- 
ening His acquaintance with not only the multitude, but 
these fishermen. It is only reasonable that they had con- 
versed with Him some, as set forth in John 1:40, 41; 2:2; 
4:3, yet, up to this time, they had not been called upon 
to be His disciples. Then, as now, Christ, having won their 
friendship, held the attitude that He could assume the 
position as Captain and Master. So, after the sermon, He 
commanded, “Launch out into the deep, and let down 
your nets.” Simon Peter had accommodated Him by let- 
ting Him use his boat; now He will accommodate Simon 
Peter by making him successful in his fishing for fish on 
this occasion, and, thereafter, a successful fisher of men. 

As Peter and his crew had fished all night without suc- 
cess, then had a marvelous catch upon obeying Christ’s 
instructions, one is reminded of how futile efforts toward 
soul-winning are without the Lord’s help. Although it is 
only natural that disappointments are not invited or wel- 
come, yet it cannot be disputed that the Lord Jesus has 
taken advantage of what has appeared to be circum- 
stances of utter defeat to His ministers and turned them 
into outstanding successes and victories. He is still doing 
that very thing. 


JOHN THE BAPTIZER—Maott. 3:1 


“In those days came John the Baptist, preaching in the 
wilderness of Judea, and saying, Repent ye: for the king- 
dom of heaven is at hand.” 

John the Baptist flashed upon the world, suddenly, in 
many respects like his prototype, Elijah. Luke tells us 
of his birth and of his solitary life. He “was in the desert 
until the day of his showing unto Israel,”—day of text. 

He was a great preacher and his messages were de- 
voted: first, to repentance; second, to the kingdom of 
heaven. The people were to repent in order to receive the 
kingdom of heaven which was at hand. It was a new day, 
a new order, a new deal. He was not to provide the king- 
dom of heaven; neither was he to establish it when it 
came. He was only the voice of one crying in the wilder- 
ness, “Prepare ye the way of the Lord; make his paths 
straight”; and it was the Lord, the latches of whose shoes 
he was not worthy to bear, whose life, death, and resur- 
rection would provide and establish the kingdom of heav- 
en. He later admits that he must decrease, but He whom 
he was representing was to increase. In all of this he 
proved to be one of the most humble, self-effacing repre- 
sentatives that ever lived. By the manner of his living 
and the custom of his dress, John the Baptist was an 
ascetic. In nature he was a Nazarite. His unshorn locks 
waved, rough and long, in the wind. He drank neither 
wine nor strong drink. He was, indeed, a very —_ saint 
of God; really belonged to both the old and new dispensa- 
tions, therefore greater than any who had preceded him. 
The — were drawn to him by his ascetic, solitary life 
and the manner of his preaching. The ordinance of bap- 
tism that he was carrying out in the river Jordan was 
perhaps the biggest drawing card to his open-air meet- 
ings. Then, too, his fearless courage was a matter that 
was challenging the learned and the unlearned, the re- 
ligionists and the sinners, the Pharisees and the Saddu- 
cees. While the high-browed religionists sought private in- 
terviews with him, the secret baptisms, he reproved and 
rebuked them openly. How different was the attitude of 
the Lord Jesus who was to be the Founder of Christianity, 
the only true religion, in that He came openly and sought 
baptism at John’s hand. He did it to fulfill all righteous- 
ness, and by so doing received the unquestionable - 4 
proval of His Father and the Holy Ghost, thereby estab- 
lishing not only a great ordinance, but, at the same time, 
ae indisputable proof, individual and separate, of the 
Trinity—the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost.

“And when Aaron lighteth the 
lamps at even, he shall burn incense 
upon it, a perpetual incense before 
the Lord throughout your genera- 
tions,” Exod. 30:8. 


The first thing I want to'say is that 
I feel much harm has been done in 
the Church of God by the attitude 
some ministers have taken relative to 
the “spirit of the age,” period setting, 
date setting—what I mean is that a 
number of preachers of today write 
off their failures to the “spirit of the 
age.” Sometimes preachers grab up 
some Pentecostal fighter’s book and 
read it to their hurt, for they believe 
at least enough to be misled. One 
writer says that from 1750 until the 
year 1900 was the Philadelphian peri- 
od of the church, or “the open door” 
period, and then from 1900 until the 
coming of the Messiah is the Laodi- 
cean period, or the “lukewarm” period, 
and some preachers are taking this 
doctrine “hook, line, and sinker.” 


What I want to know is how they 
can believe such “tripe” and still say 
they believe in the Holy Ghost. If the 
year 1900 marked the _ beginning 
of the “lukewarm” period of the 
church, how is it that the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost came in a lukewarm 
church? Do you believe God would 
give the Holy Ghost to a lukewarm 
people? No, you do not, and you know 
that is the reason God could not give 
it to the people of the nominal 
churches. He started this outpouring 
of the Holy Ghost in the year 1904 in 
Topeka, Kans., and then in 1907 it fell 
in Los Angeles, Calif., and from there 
it spread over the world, and the won- 
derful part of it is that it is still 
spreading. 

Come on, preachers, and don’t al- 
low anyone to fool you. Didn’t Christ 
Himself say, in Matt. 16:16, “Take 
heed and beware of the leaven of the 
Pharisees and of the Sadducees (and 
I should like to take the privilege of 
saying, ‘All other sees’).” In verse 
twelve we find them in a quandary, 
not knowing how to take what Jesus 
said about the leaven. “Then under- 
stood they how that he bade them 
not beware of the leaven of bread, but 
of the doctrine of the Pharisees and 
of the Sadducees.” The lakewarm pe- 
riod of their synagogues, no doubt, 
started then; but, brother, the Church 
of God was just getting started. If you 
preach the doctrine of the Pharisees 
and Sadducees of this present time, 
then beware, for Paul says, in Gal. 
5:9, “A little leaven leaveneth the 
whole lump.” 

I sincerely believe that many re- 
vivals have been hindered simply be- 
cause some preacher went off the 
wrong end of the board, preaching 
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this is the “lukewarm” period of the 
church, and that this is the time 
when “Christ is on the outside of the 
church reaching His hand through 
the lattice begging to be let in.” 
Brother, if Christ isn’t in the church 
today, then you and I better get busy 
and find out the reason why. I have 
said these things in order to say some- 
thing on the text I gave you at the 
beginning of this sermon. You may 
have the notion by this time that it is 
only a pretext, but it isn’t. 


WHAT DISPENSATION IS THIS? 


I don’t think I will have any trou- 
ble convincing you that we are living 
in the Holy Ghost dispensation. Now, 
let us see what the text says. “And 
when Aaron lighteth the lamps at 
even.” Of whom was Aaron a type? 
He was given to Moses as a mouth- 
piece, or a spokesman, and I think 
you will agree that he was a type of 
the Holy Ghost. Then, of what were 
the lamps a type? Let us take a look 
at Prov. 20:27, “The spirit of man is 
the candle of the Lord .. .” Now read 
Psalm 18:28, “For thou wilt light my 
candle: the Lord my God will enlight- 
en my darkness.” The word candle, 
when used in the scriptures, refers to 
the small earthen lamps of many dif- 
ferent sizes and shapes, used in the 
East. When the disciples asked Jesus 
to teach them to pray, you remember 
He used these words: “Thy will be 
done IN EARTH as it is in heaven.” 
Note, He said “in earth,” not “on 
earth.” The lamps are a type of your 
body and mine. But you say, “How 
are they to be lighted?” The text an- 
swers that. He says Aaron is to light 
the lamps, and it is to be in the eve- 
ning. Now, read Zech. 14:7b, “But it 
shall come to pass, that at evening 
time it shall be light.” Glory to God 
in the highest! Again Jesus said, 
“Neither do men light a candle, and 
put it under a bushel, but on a can- 
dlestick; and it giveth light unto all 
that are in the house.” Put me in the 
Church of God (which is God’s can- 
dlestick) so that what I do may give 
light to someone else. I don’t know 
what day of the week it is on God’s 
calendar; all I know is that God said 
in the evening time it shall be light. 
Whether it is Saturday or not, it is 
EVENING TIME. 


Is it possible that some have folded 
their hands? Some take the attitude 
that there is no need trying to pro- 
mote revivals in our day, that the 
Spirit of God has been withdrawn 
from His people. There never was a 
greater misconception than this. No 
one, however, can have a revival with 
that attitude. The Holy Ghost is still 


calling men to repentance, and as 


long as that continues, revivals are 
possible. Another thing, the church is 
still here, and the Holy Ghost is in, 
with, and for the church. 

Let us look at Eccl. 11:6: “In the 
morning sow thy seed, and in the 
evening withhold not thine hand: for 
thou knowest not whether shall pros- 
per, either this or that, or whether 
they both shall be alike good.” In this, 
the prophet looked out into the fu- 
ture, even to our ‘“ * Joel says, in 
chap. 2:28, that in the last days “I 
will pour out of my spirit.” Then 
Peter said on the day of Pentecost 
that “this is that.” So, whether it be 
morning or evening, sow your seed, 
preacher. Keep on till He says it is 
enough. When Elijah and the proph- 
ets of Baal were in their contest, the 
true victory did not come until the 
time of the evening sacrifice. I am 
not trying to have you believe the 
world will be converted as a whole, 
but I age = believe that we can have 
revivals right on up till the time of the 
rapture. More Bible scholars agree 


that the parable of the dragnet, y 


Matthew 13, is of the last days. Th 
net was “cast into the sea, and gath- 
ered of every kind; which, when it 
was full, they drew to shore, and sat 
down, and gathered the good into 
vessels, but cast the bad away. So 
shall it be at the end of the world: 
the angels shall come forth, and sev- 
er the wicked from among the just.” 
So there is God’s rule. If they don’t 
come up to the standard, they will be 
cast out. 

Each time the Lord fed the great 
multitudes it was in the evening. 
Mark 6:35, 36, “And when the day 
was now far spent, his disciples came 
unto him, and said, This is a desert 
place, and now the time is far passed: 
Send them away, that they may go 
into the country round about, and 
into the villages, and buy themselves 
bread: for they have nothing to eat.” 
Here we have a picture of a group of 
His disciples wanting to send the 
people away because they had noth- 
ing to feed them. But Jesus tells them, 
“Give ye them to eat.” Though it is 
evening time, Jesus expects us to feed 
the people. You remember the two dis- 


ciples who were on their way to “1

maus. They walked along with t 
Man whom they had known for some 
time, yet did not recognize Him. But 
as they came to the place where they 
were stopping, they said, “Abide with 
us: for it is toward EVENING, and 
the day is far spent.” . 

My prayer is, “Lord, light my lamp 
and keep me shining in the —_ 
until you say it is enough. Stay wit 
us, Lord, through the time of the twi 
light of the world.” 
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send anybody to hell, but, according to 
the Scripture, He not only will turn 
the wicked into hell, but there are peo- 
ple’ there now. Even with this fact 
known to man, thousands upon thou- 
sands are vem to hell that was 
actually ae pny or the devil and his 
angels—they are going as intruders. 

No matter how hard the penalty may 
seem to be, it is a just one according to 
Heb. 2:2, because God made a way for 
us to escape by sacrificing His only be-

There is no use to deny the reality 
of trouble, for it is all too evident 
that various confusing, disturbing 
forces are at work in this world which 
are continually seeking to get a man 
down in the dumps. Three of the 
world’s greatest men witnessed this 
truth. Job said, “Man that is born of 
a woman is of few days and full of 
trouble” (Job 14:1). In one of the 
most trying hours of Christ’s life, our 
Saviour remarked, “Now is my soul 
troubled; and what shall I say?” 
(John 12:27). The great champion 
apostle Paul once admitted, “We are 
troubled on every side” (2 Cor. 4:8). 

Troubles do exist, but you do not 
need to let them get you down. God 
has a solution for every problem, a 
remedy for every ill, an antidote for 
every evil, a balm for every pain, a 
throne for every thorn, a crown for 
every cross, and victory for every bat- 
tle. Therefore, “Why are ye troubled?” 

Are you troubled because of your 

ast sins and failures? Jesus Himself 

re our sins in His own body on the 
tree (1 Peter 2:24). If He bore them, 
why do you have to bear them any 
longer? We now have “redemption 
through his blood, the forgiveness of 
sins, according to the riches of His 
grace” (Eph. 1:7). Confess your sins 
to Him; put your faith in His shed 
blood; and you will find that “he is 
faithful and just to forgive . .. and to 
cleanse from all unrighteousness” (1 
John 1:9). After you are thus for- 
given—even God forgets your past 
(Heb. 8:12). You can do the same. 

Are you troubled because of ill 
health? The Great Physician “healed 
all that were sick, that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken by Esaias 
the prophet, saying, Himself k our 
infirmities, and bare our sicknesses.”

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Executive Missions Secretary Reports on Vict to africa 


No doubt, you have read Brother 
Chesser’s article telling of the amalga- 
mation of the Full Gospel Church 1n 
South Africa with the Church of 
God, which appeared in the May 12 
issue of the Evangel. Brother Chesser 
‘ returned to the States after our visit 
to South Africa. Having been request- 
ed by the Missions Board to visit our 
work in Angola (where Sister Pearl 
Stark is stationed), also Nigeria, wher2 
we have some 64 churches, Brother 
J. H. Saayman and I left Krugersdorp, 
South Africa, March 31. 

After visiting Angola and assisting 
Sister Stark with some of her prob- 
lems, as well as viewing the possibili- 
ties there, we left for Nigeria, West 
Africa. An account of my trip to Ango- 
la will appear in a separate article. 

We arrived at Port Harcourt on 
April 10. Brother E. D. Akpan, a native 
minister, who has the oversight of 
the churches, met us at the station. 
A number of the brethren thought our 
arrival would be the 9th, and they 
came the day before and returned 
disappointed. 

Immediately Brother Akpan phoned 
to engage a chartered pickup for our 
trip to Abak, 81 miles away, where he 
lived. For some reason the car was 
delayed in coming. We sat, walked 
around, and even slept some, during 
the three long hours of suspense and 
heat. Eventually, the truck came. Of 
course, you should remember time is 
no important element there. The 
driver explained he was busy, and the 
petrol station closed and he could get 
no gasoline until after two o’clock. 
Brother Saayman and I, after eating 
some papayas, crawled into the rough 
English-make truck and started on 
our jolty way. As soon as we were 
on the highway, we began to see peo- 
ple, and we were never out of sight 
of people again on the entire trip. 
Their dress was of various types, half- 
dressed and some little undressed 
ones, all blackened in the African sun. 
Some rode in crowded pickup buses, 
even clinging to the sides of the car; 
others rode on bicycles; but most of 
them were walking, the women and 
children carrying heavy loads on their 
heads. The large baskets on the wom- 
en’s heads looked like permanent fix- 
tures of their bodies, as their whole 
bodies swung rhythmically from the 
shoulders to the toes. 

When we arrived at Aba (the town 
halfway to Abak, where the native 
overseer lived) the streets were filled 
with people. The driver constantly 
sounded his horn, and it seemed to 
me that he would hit someone every 
minute—he entirely depended on the 
natives to clear the way, which for- 
tunately they did. Brother Saayman 
said, “Brother Walker, did you ever 
see so many people?” I told him it 
seemed just like Haiti (which is Little 
Africa) ; also, it reminded me of India. 

At last we jolted in to Utu, Abak, 
about 5 o’clock in the evening. There, 
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J. H. WALKER, SR. 


in the quiet tropical countryside, 
among the tall palms, banana and 
rubber trees which lined the roadway, 
we were unloaded at a wide path 
which led to the Akpan home, about 
150 yards away. Almost before we 
knew it, people swarmed to greet us. 
Our baggage was carried by friends 
to the house, and we were asked to 
walk a short distance up the road 
to the church and to the “Walker 
Memorial School.” The news of our 
arrival spread rapidly. The long 
expected missionaries had come. 
(These people had been writing us for 
over a year, begging us to visit them.) 
From both sides of the road came 
warm greetings. All were happy; some 
were overjoyed and expressed their 
thankfulness in shouts of victory and 
laughter. Someone ran ahead and be- 
gan to beat on the old swinging steel 
auto brake drum—the church bell 
that calls the people together. Within 
a very short time a large group had 
gathered, and prayers were offered 
in thankfulness for the safe arrival 
of the “missionaries.” I really thanked 
God that I was privileged to be in 
Nigeria, in another one of our mis- 
sion fields. God blessed my soul as 
I saw the sincere efforts of this hum- 
ble little people. Perhaps I appreciated 
it more than Brother Saayman be- 
cause we were in the “Walker Mem- 
orial.” 

After this short service, we went 
to the house. Since we had had no 
lurch and had been traveling through 
that humid tropical heat, almost di- 
rectly on the equator, we were really 
thirsty, hungry, and tired. There are 
so many treacherous diseases there 
we could not afford to drink any wa- 
ter until it had been boiled. Of course, 
you realize there was nothing re- 
sembling ice cream parlors, cold drink 


stands or restaurants along the way. 
There was, however, the common 
curse of whiskey, beer, and wine in 
every little village. We had taken a 
stone water filterer with us. They 
boiled some water for us, and we 
poured it into the filterer; then we 
had to wait for it to drip through, 
which seemed a very long, long time. 
The first had the taste and smell of 
the new filterer. Ordinarily, one could 
not drink it, but we felt we had to. 
Brother Akpan engaged a man (a 
Negro Spanish cook) for our entire 
stay, and we were served a good meal 
about 8:30 p.m., after which we were 
informed we were to go to the church 
for a reception service. 


The choir of boys, under their capa- 
ble leader, who had been singing 
songs for us at the house, as we wait- 
ed and wondered, led the processional 
to the church, with singing and per- 
fect rhythm. I do not think I have 
ever heard such singing. I mean it 
was good singing. I can still hear the 
phrase, “Bum, Bum, Pharaoh; Bum, 
Bum, Pharaoh; Bum, Bum, Pharaoh,” 
which must have been repeated five 
hundred times that night. Those 
schoolboys were trained in the dif- 
ferent parts, with the bass imitating 
the drum in the background. (Brother 
McCoy, you should have been there

ices. To my surprise, I found there 
were fifteen items on the program. The 
thirteenth was “A Sermon by Brother 
Walker.” Well, we were able to per- 
suade them to cut off everything else 
but the message, and let the other 
things wait until the next night. We 
had a good service, and really again 
I can say I was tired, yet happy. 


Brother and Sister Akpan were so 
nice to us. They gave us their beds, 
and, in fact, the whole house, while 
they slept on the hard, dirt front 
porch floor, with the lantern burning 
all night; while at the back door, a 
man slept directly in front of the door 
as a guard, just in case any thieves 
or persons might attempt to come in. 
This protection was ours for nine 
nights. We visited 16 of the 64 church- 
es, but returned each night to the 
Akpan home and our beds. To us these 
beds were so hard. Brother Saayman 
said the first morning after the night 
before, “Brother Walker, this is the

The last night 
there, however, we slept quite well. I 
found Brother Saayman to be a pret- 
ty good scout, able to stand more than

rm, two and one-half years on 
their second term, and only three 
years each on their third and suc- 
ceeding terms. As you know, some 
fields permit a seven-year term be- 
fore a furlough. These missionaries 
said there were so many treacherous 
diseases attacking your body, the food 
lacks proper nourishment, and the 
torrid sun saps one’s waning strength 
until one must return home oftener 
to regain his stamina. 

On Wednesday, April 11, we had 
services at the church (morning and 
evening). A number of the represent- 
atives had come from the surround- 
ing churches. On Thursday We bor- 
rowed bicycles and rode seven miles 
out in the bush. This section had some 
steep hills so that we had to lead 
our bikes down and push and tug 
to get them on top again. My, the 
weather was warm! I have done little 
cycling for many years and found that 
it tock extra eftort to keep up. On 
oing out, we sent word to a church 
hat on returning we would stop for 
Services with them. We were told we 
could visit the churches and return 
by 5 o’clock in the afternoon. 

We arrived at the church seven 
miles out, and the preacher grabbed 
the wooden mall and began to beat 
heavily on the sounding log the usual 
tum, tum, tum call. From the wilds 
came people of various sizes, but all 
unquestionably the sons and daught- 
ers of Ham. One of the ministers 
brought us a load of coconuts, and, 
with a large machete trimmed and 
made a jug from which we drank 
nature’s own filtered refreshing coco- 
nut water. God blessed the service. 
Both of us preached. The people 
seemed to appreciate our coming so 
very much. 

Night overtook us at church, and 
the man leading the bicycle train for 
our return home took the lantern, 
which, while in the road, wasn’t too 
bad (except to blind one), but when 
we had to cut through on a footpath 
it was terrible. Before reaching the 
church where the people were wait- 
ing for us to return, a tropical storm 

rose, with its flashing lightning and 
oaring thunder. We just couldn’t af- 
ford to stop, so we rode on as fast 
as we could. We had rested several 
times going out, but returning we had 
to push on. Within about two or three 
miles of home we felt large drops of 
rain hit us occasionally. Then it was 
decided we should cut through the 
footpath. It would save a mile or more. 
We did, and here is where I had my 
Spill. I was the third man back, and 
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when the leader turned the curve 
the light swung out to blind me. Then 
I was able to keep in the path only 
by the scratching bushes on one side 
and then on the other. Of course, 
the flashing lightning helped (and 
hindered). We struck a sandy place, 
and my hand, being so wet with per- 
Spiration, slipped from the right 
handle bar, and I took a tumble that 
left some blue places on my knee, 
elbow, and right side for several days. 
This accident stopped the whole train. 
Fortunately for me, the man behind 
me had gotten so far behind that 
he was able to stop without running 
over me. The light was brought, and 
I crawled on again, for we had no 
time to lose. Then all at once the 
bikes ahead came to a sudden stop— 
a large tree had fallen across the road. 
To avoid hitting Brother Saayman, 
just ahead of me, I pulled to the right, 
and again I was thrown into the 
bushes, this time without any more 
injuries, thank the Lord! Oh yes, I 
can ride a bicycle. I once easily rode 
without holding to the handle bars 
at all, but coming through a footpath 
in the tropics at night, racing a storm 
by lantern light too far ahead, was 
different. We managed to crawl under 
the log. I felt like I just couldn’t go on, 
but Pastor Omah said, “It isn’t much 
farther now.” So again we jumped on 
and began propelling the treadles, 
with the hope that maybe we could 
make it. We did, but when we stopped, 
Brother Saayman said, “My, I am out 
of breath. My heart is pounding and 
doing doubles,” and frankly, I was ex- 
hausted. I could scarcely get my 
breath. We beat the storm by per- 
haps three minutes, before the tor- 
rential rains came pouring down. 


The following day (Friday, the 
13th) we decided that since we were 
having such a hard time cycling, and 
the cars and trucks for rent were so 
expensive, we should attempt to rent 
a car from a missionary. So Brother 
Akpan and I rode our borrowed bi- 
cycles 12 miles to the Lutheran mis- 
sion, but since the only car they had 
was not in good repair I decided we 
should try something else. On this 
trip I took pictures of four more of 
our churches and one heathen devil- 
worshiping place. Saturday, the 14th, 
we were visited by six Negro chiefs 
in a group. The president, vice presi- 
dent, and members of the native 
council brought with them a large 
basket of fruit, eggs, bread, and three 
large chickens. Of course, we were 
very happy over this offering coming 
from them, but appreciated most of 
all their free offer of all the land nec- 
essary for the erection of a school, 
college, hospital, and maternity clin- 
ic. Land has already been given for 
a church and school, adjoining the 
land given by Elder Obot, Brother 
Akpan’s father. Permit me here to 
make a little explanation. The word 
“Akpan” means “the first-born.” The 
custom there is to drop the family 
name and add only Apkan; hence 
E. D. (Obot) Akpan is known as E. D. 
Akpan. I still see no way to trace the 
family name, consequently we ‘shall 


leave it to them and their customs. 

They (the chiefs) had heard that 
the white missionaries were coming 
‘but could scarcely believe it. Some of 
the people mocked and said, “Ah, they 
will never come.” The chiefs expressed 
most heartily their appreciation of 
our coming. They seemed very much 
interested in our building a school 
and offered us their services and co- 
operation. Their request, of course, is 
very large, but we hope we can begin 
the work and continue to develop it. 
Perhaps we shall never be able to 
meet all the request. Once you see 
their needs, you realize the urgency of 
training the people. 

On Sunday, April 15, representatives 
came from three of the four dis- 
tricts. One district pastor was delayed 
in arriving. This was a high day in 
Zion at Utu. The Lord gave us a glori- 
ous day. There were about 12 minis- 
ters, elders, and deacons ordained 
from eight of the churches. 

On Monday, we visited Mr. Trofund, 
the British Government official in 
charge of this area, who advised with 
us and gave helpful information. Dur- 
ing the day two men came from 28 
miles away, pleading that a church 
and school be established at their 
place. They offered, free, all the land 
that will be needed. We hired a truck 
for the afternoon and visited six of 
our churches. We travelled some 28 
miles and saw 8 buildings where the 
heathen worship the devil. 

On Tuesday, we made another trip, 
covering perhaps 40 miles, visited six 
more of our churches, and saw 11 
heathen houses of devil worship. 
There were a number of school build- 
ings in the area, and yet one sees so 
many hundreds who need the gospel. 

On Wednesday, we had a special 
gathering at the church at Abak. Here 
Wwe saw several workers and heard 
from their work. They gave their 
usual requests for schools. “Our chil- 
dren have no place to study. We need 
help. Others mock us and will not 
receive our children in school.” Real- 
ly, there is a tremendous work to be 
done among them. We need to train 
workers who can develop the work in 
all these areas, for the calls are so 
many. 

On Thursday morning, at 4 o’clock, 
we arose to find our truck driver gone. 
We had required him to bring his 
truck and sleep in the yard so that 
there would be no slip-up in reaching 
the airport on time. Sometime during 
the night, he left. Where he went, no 
one knew. We searched. The pastors 
went to many places they thought he 
could be. They even beat the brake 
drum (church bell) vehemently, with 
apparently no success. But after an 
hour’s search, he was found. When he 
finally got started, he really put us 
over the road, and we reached the 
port ahead of schedule. 

Brother Saayman and I left Nigeria 
with a never-to-be-forgotten picture 
of a portion of God’s vineyard, where 
souls need God. Do pray for this field. 
We have an .experienced missionary 
couple waiting now to go. Pray for

Following is the speech of Senator 
Charles W. Tobey, of New Hampshire, 
delivered to the Ninth Annual Con- 
vention, April 13, 1951, of the Nation- 
al Association of Evangelicals at Chi- 
cago, Illinois. 


John Fisk wrote a book, “Critical 
Periods in American History,” telling 
of the time when the fathers met to 
frame the Federal Constitution in 
1789. That was a critical period, but 
not so critical as this era in which 
you and I carry on. Today we have a 
responsibility far beyond Continental 
United States. 

These problems result from World 
War II, and now the threat of a Third 
World War challenges the nation to a 
herculean production in defensive 
and offensive war materials. Even 
more sobering is the tragic fact that 
the youth of the nation is being called 
into service. Homes are saddened as 
sons say farewell, for a time at least, 
and an uncertain time, to go into 
training for defense of the nation. 

How did this appen? 

There is something subtle in the 
creeping way such a situation has 
grown. Twice in one generation our 
normal home and business life has 
been disrupted, and grimly we hear 
again and ponder the words of Briand, 
when he said: “In modern warfare, 
no nation wins.” In the past few 
years, we have, in the work of the 
Marshall Plan, or ECA, performed a 
vast job of applied Christianity to 
many nations overseas, in furnishing 
food and supplies, and — them 
to get back their strength to be able 
to help themselves. And, in accord- 
ance with the principles of the At- 
lantic Pact with Congress, adopted by 
a large majority, we are conferring 
with leaders of these nations, getting 
the facts as to their defensive re- 
sources, and — them of our abun- 
dance to bring their total defense 
mechanisms to an efficient basis. 

The Senate passed, last week, a 
resolution approving the sending of 
four additional divisions to Europe, 
and, ——— that events to come 
may call for further troop shipments, 
stated in the resolution that it is the 
sense of the Senate that on any fu- 
ture troop shipments the Executive 
should consult with the Congress be- 
fore taking such action. The Senate 
resolution has not the force of law 
but represents a considerable feeling 
all over the country. 

In Korea our UN troops, largely 
U.S., are deploying around the 38th 
Parallel, and that situation is preg- 
nant with grave possibilities, yes dan- 
gers, for our own and the world’s fu- 
ture. It is a truism that we are living 
from day to day in an atmosphere of 
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grave uncertainty. 

What is the domestic situation? It 
is far from healthy. Washington is 
seething with unrest. Politics are be- 
ing played as if there were no uncer- 
tainty in the nation. There is dis- 
honesty and intrigue rife in the Capi- 
tal. The get-rich-quick parasite is get- 
ting in his work. The revelations of 
corruption in the RFC; the intrigue 
of members of the Palace Guard in 
the White House; the alliances and 
mesalliances of partisan groups, su- 
bordinating principle to expedience 
the efforts of so many to escape their 
Federal tax obligations, knowing as 
they must, that every dollar they 
evade becomes an added burden on 
honest citizens; the politicians whose 
first allegiance is to some _ special 
group or interest; such things become 
almost treason. 

Benedict Arnold rides again across 
the land. In recent weeks our citizens 
throughout the nation have had a re- 
vealing and painful experience. For 
the first time in our national history, 
they have seen, through the miracle 
invention of television, their govern- 
ment at work in the hearings con- 
ducted by the Senate Crime Com- 
mittee, of which I am privileged to be 
a member. They have watched a par- 
ade of witnesses from the underworld 
appear in court before the Committee. 
They have studied the faces of these 
witnesses; watched their reactions to 
questions, propounded by Committee 
members; heard their refusals to an- 
swer questions; so they repeated, par- 
rot-like, time after time, those words, 
“I refuse to answer on the grounds 
that it might tend to incriminate me.” 
Guilt was manifest, but the only re- 
course our committee had was to 
order them to answer, and then, if 
they persisted in their refusal, to cite 
them for contempt on the Senate 
floor. 

In our visits to various sections of 
the country, I want to just mention a 
few highlights, which show the sordid 
conditions that exist. In Kansas City, 
for instance, we examined 26 men, all 
with criminal records, who covered 
their faces with their hats as they 
entered the courtroom, and whose 
incomes “ye from $40,000 to $100,- 
000 a year, all gained by gambling and 
illegal activities. 

We found sheriffs who admitted 
taking bribes, and men who had 
failed to live up to their oaths of of- 
fice as law enforcement officials. We 
uncovered proof of definite collusion 
between criminals and public officials. 

In Las Vegas, Nevada, which is the 
only state in the Union where gam- 
bling is legal, we visited large gam- 
bling emporiums. It was a tragic sight 
to see the tables surrounded by men 
whose faces showed lust for money. 
Around the walls were hundreds of 


slot machines where very humble men 
and women were playing the one- 
armed bandits in the hope they could 
win, when we all know the odds ar 
stacked against them, and_ their 
chances of winning are very low, if 
any. 

In Los Angeles, we found tragic 
conditions where gangsters had used 
money to effect the recall of a very 
able mayor, Mayor Boren. We found 
inefficiency, if not worse, in the sher- 
iff’s office, and we examined various 
men with criminal records who told 
an amazing story. 

In San Francisco, there was evi- 
dence produced of the tax cases where 
Internal Revenue officials took pay- 
ment of money to influence tax cases. 
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We found where one man has more 
power than the governor in many 
things, and received a million dollars 
last year from liquor and other evil 
interests to use in any way he wished, 
and he used this money to corrupt 
men in public life. No accounting was 
made, and no records were kept. 


In Chicago, we found tragic cool 


ditions of crime and an _ organize 
underworld. We found that one man, 
an outstanding police officer named 
Drury, who had pursued relentlessly 
the evil forces of that city, was sud- 
denly murdered in cold blood the 





night he was to appear before our ~ 


committee. 

In Saratoga, New York, we found 
an entire disregard of the law, and 
gambling running rampant, with po- 
lice officials negligent in their duty, 
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detectives stating that they didn’t 
know of any gambling, although 
they visited these houses, and it was 
found they only stepped into the front 
hall. One official admitted, under 
cross examination, that he was being 
paid each day to carry money from 
the gambling houses to the bank and 
back again each morning. There were 
shocking revelations of policemen and 
sheriffs drawing modest salaries, who 
had amassed large sums of money, 
the source of which they refused to 
divulge. 

There were gamblers with a net in- 
come of $83,000 last year, one testify- 
ing to the details of a vast system of 
agents with whom he operates by 
wire, and when I asked him if, when 
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he placed his gambling in states 
where gambling was illegal, he wasn’t 


= of breaking the law, he hesi- 
ated a moment, and then said frank- 
yy, “see.” 


In Covington, Kentucky, a cheap 
gambler with a large organization, 
carried on his operations in an office 
having painted on its doors, “Mutual 
Hospitalization Association.” Nine tel- 
ephones were used in this room, plac- 
ing bets throughout the country, all 
being used to aid and abet illegal 
operations. 

In New York City, former Mayor 
O’Dwyer, now Ambassador to Mexico, 
testified that he had gone to see the 
noted gambler Frank Costello, and 
there were gathered five to six Tam- 
many politicans. This is the same 
Costello who used his influence in 
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getting a Supreme Court judge elect- 
ed in the State of New York. 

I now repeat to you the words of 
Isaiah, given 4,000 years ago, “Come, 
let us reason together.” 

I have set before you the indict- 
ment—an abstract of the testimony 
— something of the scope of 
crime throughout the nation. It is 
not a pleasing picture. What shall we 
do about it? It is unthinkable that we 
shall lapse back into apathy and in- 
difference. There is substantial evi- 
dence that we are on the eve of a 
great moral awakening in the nation. 

There is a sense of outrage and 
righteous ~~ "a7 clearly evident. 
In my own office, I have received over 
15,000 letters in the past two weeks, 
such impressive letters, truly the voice 
of America. Ninety-five percent of 
these urge, even demand, that the 
work of our committee continue. We 
must not let them down; there is so 
much work yet to be done. We are 
justified in our indignation against 
these racketeers across the country, 
because it is self-evident that they 
could not have grown as rich and 
powerful if they had not been in col- 
lusion with law enforcement officers 
across the country. 

As evidence of this, in Brooklyn, 
New York, recently, the gambler Gross 
pleaded guilty to spending one mil- 
lion dollars, in one calendar year, in 
New York, to buy protection. 

It is high time that the Christian 
people of the country became aroused, 
and realized that public apathy is the 
soil in which graft and corruption 
thrive. 

As has been well said, the greatest 
single problem confronting humanity 
today is the breakdown in morality 
everywhere, but especially in govern- 
ment, state and national. 

These gangsters and crooks are 
allies of communism and all its evils, 
for they have brought America dis- 
credit in the eyes of the world. Once 
our citizens, however, become aroused 
(and a really aroused citizenry is a 
mighty force), then the forces of evil 
and crookedness had better look out, 
for something is certain to happen. 

Our committee and staff are hard 
at work compiling a report which 
will be of tremendous interest. In it 
we shall make several recommenda- 
tions for laws to aid in combatting 
these evils. But while laws will help, 
yet laws are not enough. No, the real 
remedy lies deeper than law. It lies in 
a quickening of our individual re- 
sponsibilities, and there is evidence 
that constructive action is being put 
into effect, for all over the country 
public opinion is crystallizing and 
organizing to combat the criminal in- 
terests of the country. 

In Kansas City, a Citizens Crime 
Committee was formed under splen- 


did leadership. A similiar committee 
was formed in St. Louis, and business- 
men underwrote it with $100,000 in 
contributions. 

Governor Warren has appointed a 
strong committee in that state. Gov- 


.ernor Dewey has appointed a splendid 


committee in New York. Massachu- 
setts has a committee in process of 
formation, and in Miami a group of 
fine citizens are lending their full 
financial and moral support to the 
Crime Commission of Greater Miami. 
In other places throughout the coun- 
try an outraged public is getting 
into gear to combat crime. But even 
more basic is the ny A real remedy. 
During the New York hearings, there 
came before us the district attorney 
of Brooklyn, Miles McDonald, a splen- 
did public official. As he talked, he 
told an amazing story of the organ- 
ized traffic in marijuana and heroin 
among the school children of Brook- 
lyn. As I listened, there came to mind 
the words of the Master, “Whosoever 
shall offend one of these little ones, 
it were better for him if a millstone 
were hung about his neck and he be 
cast into the depths of the sea.” 
Deeply moved, I broke out to say: 

“What bothers me most about your 
splendid testimony this afternoon is 
your allusion to the conditions of the 
school children over there in Brook- 
lyn, school children who have been 
corrupted by these emissaries of evil, 
the narcotics peddlers. The children 
under this pernicious influence begin 
to think that the evils they see are 
justified and the norm in America. As 
they grow up and have homes of their 
own, their moral or makes 
them unfit for family life. They have 
a lowered standard of morals, and a 
lower standard of citizenship. 

“Thesé deficiencies probe so deeply 
into our national life that the whole 
moral fabric of the nation is in peril. 
It seems to me that one of the great 
weaknesses in America today is the 
fact that the home and the church 
have lost a large degree of their in- 
fluence. Can this influence be recap- 
tured? It can and it must if this na- 
tion is to survive. 

“What we need, what we must have, 
is a revival of the application of the 
life and teachings of the Master of 
Men. Until that virtue lives in Amer- 
— again, I tremble for America’s fu- 
ure. 

“Up in New England we had a poet. 
He is dead now. His name was John 
Greenleaf Whittier. He had a home 
up near Squam Lake. He was a great 
man, a Quaker, and he wrote some 
wonderful things in poetry. In one 
poem, called ‘Problems,’ he comment- 
ed on the ills of the nation, and he 
closed with this couplet that I want 
to submit for the record, and to the 
people over radio and television: ‘But 
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solution there is none, save in the rule 
of Christ alone.’ 

“There is the answer. When the 
hearts of men and women are 
touched, they take their inspiration 
from the Master of Men, and then we 
shall have a righteous and a new 
America, and we shall have in this 
nation a nation in which ‘dwelleth 
righteousness,’ and, before God, it is 
high time.” 

FATHERS AND MOTHERS OF 

AMERICA—WAKE UP! Make that 
home a great trust for the children 
God has entrusted to you. Teach them 
to put first things first, and know 
that “a man’s life consisteth not in 
the abundance of the things which 
he possesses.” 
_ Life is a call to duty and the “good 
life,’ which all of us yearn for our 
own, is always based upon the fun- 
damental spiritual ideals on which 
our fathers built this great nation of 
ours: the foundation stones of honor 
and truth, courage and decency, and 
faith in Almighty God. 

Remember our American motto— 
“In God we trust.” 

CHURCHES, WAKE UP! across 
America! Not in rituals or creeds lies 
the salvation of the world, but rather 
in living out the teachings of the 
Master of Men seven days each week, 
remembering always the text Jesus 
gave when He said, “By their fruits 
ye shall know them.” 

POLITICIANS, WAKE UP! Remem- 
ber the words of Grover Cleveland: 
“Public office is a public trust.” Be a 
trustee to conserve the people’s, all 
the people’s, interests. 

Examine every measure on which 
you have to vote. Ask yourself the 
searching question, “Is this in the 
best interests of my fellow men whom 
I serve?” 

So, as we face the tremendous prob- 
lem of overcoming these evils that 
threaten the American home and the 
future of our nation, I have tried to 
set before you the remedy. It lies in a 
revival of the spiritual forces in men 
and women, and the application of 
these forces in our daily living in ac- 
cordance with the teachings of Jesus. 
It has been an inspiration to me to 
find that many men, active in public 
life, share this conviction. 

Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd, who 
recently said: “In the kind of world 
we live today we cannot preserve 
our liberty and achieve peace by mil- 
itary mobilization alone. It is neces- 
sary to mobilize also the spiritual as- 
sets of en nage te people in or- 
der to achieve adequate power to halt 
the onward march of evil. This can 
best be done by living in accordance 
with the a principles.” 

Charles E. Wilson, Director of Mo- 
bilization, said: 

“When the world is torn by dissen- 
sion among men, we Americans find 
new reasons for strengthening and 
reaffirming our faith in God. We must 
bear witness anew that we stand a 
united nation, mighty in the faith 
that is the very foundation of all that 
we are and all that we aspire to be.” 

Since the crime hearings in New 
York, we have received 15,000 letters 
in my office, commending the work of 
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our committee and demanding that 
the work go on. It is a wonderful 
cross section of the Voice of America. 
TIME magazine received 113,000 sim- 
ilar letters, and unless all signs fail, 
there is a great moral awakening on 
the way. This must not be allowed to 
diminish. 

Rise up, Christian men and women 
of America, and create a great body 
of public opinion which will move to 
make this nation a nation wherein 
dwelleth righteousness. 

We have so much in America of this 
world’s good and of privileges and 
opportunities. We are the wealth- 
iest nation ever known. People today 
have more money and creature com- 
forts than ever before. We have vast- 
ly improved educational opportuni- 
ties and have better facilities and 
more automobiles than any nation. 
There is a radio or television set in 
every home. Great art museums and 
musical programs enrich our lives. As 
we contemplate these, we hear again 
the words of Christ to the rich young 
ruler: “One thing thou lackest.” 


And so America appraises her pres- 
ent position, let us profit from the 
lessons to be gained through the study 
of the rise and fall of earlier nations. 

Ancient Greece, with all her culture 
and all her sciences and all her mili- 
tary strength, passed into oblivion, 
and her glory faded. There was the 
Roman Empire with its great temples 
and coliseum, but these have all 
crumbled into ruins. Consider the 
ancient nation of Babylon, with all its 
riches, pomp, and circumstances. Re- 
call the great feast of Belshazzar 
where were gathered all the leaders 
of the nation, a nation which wor- 
shiped no spiritual God, but the god 
of the flesh and material things and 
which was steeped in lasciviousness 
and crime. At this great banquet, 
there appeared suddenly on the walls 
the words, ‘“Mene, mene, tekel, uphar- 
sin.” Wise men and astrologers were 
brought in to translate the words but 
could not. Then Daniel was brought 
in, and to him was given the task of 
translating the warning which ap- 
peared on the wall. Daniel said, “This 
is the interpretation . . . God hath 
numbered thy kingdom, and finished 
it. . . Thou art weighed in the bal- 
ances, and art found wanting... Thy 
kingdom is divided.” That night was 
Belshazzar slain, and Darius, the Me- 
dian, took over. 

History has a strange habit of re- 
peating itself, and Americans are not 
immune from reaping what we sow 
any more than the early nations cen- 
turies ago. So lift the scales from our 
eyes and apply introspection and see 
America diseased by crime and im- 
morality. Stand aghast at the divorce 
rate throughout the nation, which, in 
1947, reached a percentage of one- 
third of the marriages of that year. 
Cry out against the apathy and in- 
differences of people to things which 
are pure and lovely, and of good re- 


ort. 
Contemplate with sadness the in- 
crease in juvenile delinquency and 
crime. All these things threaten our 
country. 
Is America to be weighed in the 


balances and found wanting? : 

Read again with me that first 
Psalm of David’s which chronicles the 
abyss between the righteous and the 
ungodly. And David said: 

“Blessed is the man that walketh 
not in the counsel of the ungodly, 
nor standeth in the way of sinners, nor 
sitteth in the seat of the scornful, but 
his delight is in the law of the Lord, 
and in His law doth he meditate day 
and night. And he shall be like a tree 
planted by the rivers of waters, whose 
leaf also shall not wither, and what- 
soever he doeth shall prosper. The 
ungodly are not so, but are like the 
chaff which the wind driveth away. 
Therefore, the ungodly shall not stand 
in the judgment, nor sinners in the 
congregation of the righteous.” 

Let each of us ask ourselves these 
questions, for in the last analysis we 
have a personal responsibility: 

(1) Am I doing the right thinking 
in my own heart—to make of myself 
the kind of man or woman Christ 
would be proud of? 

(2) Am I exerting an influence for 
good in my own household? Am I set- 
ting a aoee example for my children 
and instilling in them, every day, the 
basic principles of right living? 

(3) In my town or city, am I an 
aggressive power for good in my busi- 
ness, civic, and social activities in the 
community? 

(4) Do I do my utmost to carry 
over my ideals of honor and integrity 
and decency into state affairs? Do I 
insist on fair play and justice and 
eternal vigilance in the election of 
clean and honest public officials? 

If every man and woman in the 
nation could answer these questions 
affirmatively, the onward march of 
evil and corruption would be not only 
halted, but destroyed. This beloved 
America of ours would be awakened 
to that. spiritual faith that would 
make us worthy to lead the nations of 
the world to a glorious new day; 
worthy to be called sons of God. 

In conclusion, let Christ be exalted 
in our lives, and we shall have done 
our part in helping America achieve 
her great destiny under God. 

We have just passed through the 
Easter season. All of us lived through 
Good Friday with saddened hearts— 
that day in which Jesus was cruci- 
fied on the Cross of Calvary 2,000 
years ago. Three days later camé the 
day when the prophecies were ful- 
filled, and Jesus rose from the dead. 
Then, subsequently, He met with two 
of His disciples as He walked on the 
road to Emmaus. He talked with them, 
although they knew Him not. They 
walked on the road to Emmaus to- 
gather, and after departing from them, 
they began talking over His com- 
panionship on that walk, and one said 
to the other: “Did not our hearts 
burn within us as he talked with us 
by the way?” 

That experience of those disciples, 
2,000 years ago, can be ours today, for 
we can walk daily with Christ Whom, 
having not seen, we love. He lives to- 
day just as truly as He did 2,000 years 
ago. He lives in the hearts of His fol- 
lowers. So we, too, can say, “Do not

Television Programs 


Whereas, the development of tele- 
vision has become an important part 
of many homes and the programs ex- 
hibited are frequently frivilous, carn- 
al, and are of the character which is 
opposed by the Christian religion, and 

WHEREAS, the commercials on 
these programs promote the use of al- 
coholic beverages, and encourage 
other habits injurious to youth, and 

WHEREAS, the programs are 
watched by children and young people 
of immature resistance, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that we register 
our protest against these programs 
with the I. C.C., our Congressmen and 
Senators and demand that laws be 
passed requiring television to present 
programs of education, artistic cul- 
ture, and constructive entertainment, 
and that the apparent monopoly of 
the liquor, beer, and tobacco interests 
over this form of domestic entertain- 
ment be broken up. 


The Korean War 

WHEREAS, the United Nations 
Armed Forces and the Communist 
Armies of China and North Korea 
are engaged in mortal combat, in 
which great numbers of our fellow 
citizens are involved, and

Neo-orthodoxy 


WHEREAS, many liberal theologi- 
ans and churchmen, whose opti- 
mistic view of history and man has 
been discredited by contemporary 
sociological events, incline more and 
more to the so-called ‘“neo-orthodox” 
statement of Christianity, which tends 
to conceal its differences from Bibli- 
cal theology because it also speaks 
of special revelation, the wrath of God 
and the sinfulness of man, 

On the basis of the seven articles 
which form the statement of faith 
of the National Association of Evan- 
gelicals and make clear our stand with 
historic Christianity in contrast with 
the reductions of the Biblical view 
characteristic of recent liberal and 
so-called “neo-orthodox” movements, 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that we express our dissatisfaction, on 
the ground of Biblical theology, with 
such “neo-orthodoxy,” which, first, 
arrives at theology of revelation in 
competition with Biblical revelation; 
secondly, denies the historical trust- 
worthiness of the Scriptures at such 
crucial points as the fall of man; 
thirdly, by its dialectical interpreta- 
tion of Christian experience marks 
a departure from historic Christianity; 
and, fourthly, by its sacrifice of the 
authority of the Scriptures exhibits 
its basic kinship with 1 
evangelical theology.
